Request to rezone three parcels, consisting of 157.98 acres, from Planned Development (P-D) (336) and A-2 (General Agriculture) to a new
P-D to allow for an expansion of the Bronco Winery facilities wine making operations, including the construction of up to 190 wine storage
tanks and seven shallow checks, and development of a new driveway, on two parcels 38.58 acres in size located northeast of the existing
facility. A Williamson Act Cancellation of Contract Nos. 1972-0838 and 1974-1790 is required for the rezone of the 38.58 acres from A-2 to
P-D. The portion of Bystrum Road along the west side of the existing facility is proposed to be abandoned and developed with a second rail
spur to serve the facility.
